We believe certain men that control 
the lives of the people of certain na- 
tions have. Is there any hope over a 
lasting peace, a “peace on earth, good 
will toward men” such as man has 


dreamed of these two thousand years | 


and such as that dreamed of by those 
who offered their lives for such a 
peace in 1914 to 1918? Surely they sleep 
not in vain—they will not sleep in 
vain if we remember the words of one 
who now rests in Flanders Field.

We are the ghosts of a valiant war— 
A million murdered men!
